Type* of Dust»torm» 
The 
weather 
bureau 
describes 
three outstanding types of dust 
storms. 
The first is the whirlwind 
type. 
The whirling motion of the 
wind takes up surface dust and car­ 
ries it high into the air. Such storms 
are of local incidence and brief du 
ration. 
The second is called the 
shift-wind type. 
This occurs when 
opposing air currents produce a 
commotion which lifts the dust and 
ibis also is local. The third is the 
stralght-wind type. In this storm the 
wind blows steadily in one direction 
and tlie duststorm thus created is 
likely to prove of longer duration.

Volcanic eruptions, drought and 
unusually severe winters are sufii 
oiently striking to be recorded in 
the history of the world before the 
establishment of weather organiza­ 
tions by the nations to make a sjs 
tematic record of the daily varia 
tions.
